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The universal dream of peoples and governments the 
world over is improved health outcomes. The universal 
challenge is expanding resources, upgrading managerial 
talent, creating knowledge-based strategies and coordi- 
nating systemic approaches. 


The historic rationale for an aggressive governmental 
role in healthcare has been, is and should continue to be 
equity and access. Notwithstanding noble governmental 
intentions, mediocre policy-making and inappropriate 
re-distribution of resources can, and often does, impede 
progress. Examples exist of public healthcare systems 
that ignore the very poor, or offer low quality and even 
poorer customer service. 


Healthcare infrastructure, delivery and information 
structures are already a global private sector phenom- 
enon. About fifty percent of total worldwide health 
spending occurs in the private sector. Global private 
healthcare investment, principally in hospitals, medical 
devices and information systems, will nearly triple in the 
next 10 years. The private healthcare sector outside the 
United States will double in the next 5 years. Economic 
health security, once a nearly unquestioned governmental 
responsibility, is slowly shifting to the private sector. But 
frequently, the private sector abandons or ignores the 
economically disenfranchised, the elderly, the poor, the 
unemployed and the less fortunate who cannot survive in 
a rough-and-tumble healthcare marketplace. 


What is asked of governmental health policy leaders and 
the private healthcare industry is creative, pragmatic 
solutions...and to never forget that good health is a 
human right. 


In most countries, the Minister of Finance or the Labor 
Secretary exert as much, or more, influence over health 
policy as the Minister of Health. Many governmental 
policymakers consider healthcare as a large social spending 
with little or no compensating economic value. Based on 
moral imperatives, health is often viewed as a very 
expensive “special interest lobby.” Yet, in most countries, 
health ranks among the 5 largest economic sectors. 
Healthcare spending is economic development, not an 
obligatory and expensive debit against the national ledger. 


Effective health systems—along with decent housing, 

safe roads, affordable power and clean water—alleviate 
poverty and foster economically vibrant communities. 

A successful national economic policy must rank investing 
in health with building dams, stimulating exports, 
subsidizing industrial research. In an era of limited 
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resources, a vigorous health sector is vital to the eco- 
nomic good health of every nation. 


A critical, fundamental lesson of global health improve- — 
ment is that system-wide strategies for population-based 
health reform will have larger and more sustainable 

impacts if they are part of strong, transparent, evidenced- 
based, community-oriented health systems, rather than 
promoting a narrow disease-focus, emphasizing com- 
modities and direct services. 


Broadly defined, private sector partners can help improve 
public sector systems. The private health sector can be an 
important source of (a) capital and risk-pooling insurance 
mechanisms; (b) infrastructure, medical devices, informa- 
tion systems, pharmaceuticals, research, medical and 
managerial personnel; and (c) ideas and innovation. 


As the world-wide pharmaceutical, medical device, 
informatics and managed care industries seek their 
fortunes in the global healthcare economy, all share a 
common interest in advancing a vigorous role for the 
private health sector. In the end, everyone—from medical 
device maker to drug salesman, from health plan actuarial 
to e-health specialist, from government planner to 
venture capitalist—is part of a continuum of healthcare ~ 
services and trade all aimed at getting the best care to th 
most people at the best price. 


Towards this end and to address these issues, the 
International Summit on the Private Health Sector is 
established to:
